THE VICTIMS BURIED.

Bteelworkers at Homestead Do Honor
to Their Dead Brethren

BY'TURNING 0UT AT THE FUNERALS

With Saddened Hearts They Laid the
Four Workmen to Rest.

SOME ELOQUENT SERMONS PREACHED

The four employes of Carnegie, Phipps &
Co. who were killed by the explosion of
molten steel in the Homestead mill Friday
afternoon were buried yesterdsy with honors
o!f the Amalgamared Association of Iron
and Steel Workers, The day was 3 very
hot one, snd in the streets of Homestead
the dust was deep, Several hundred people
stiended each of the funernls

Andrew Kebler's home was on Heisel

sireet, where he was the owner of three |

houses. He left 2 wife and one child, which
is sick with the measles. He was so terri-
bly disfigured that his face was not exposed
10 the view of [riends at the bouse. His
face was not only blistered all over, but the
pose had been burned off His right arm
waea black stump and below the chest his
body was an almost formless cinder,

Not far away, on Eighth svenue, was the
home of Willinm Fagan, where ins mother
and wife mourned his death. He left two
little children, one only a week old. He
was not disfigured, and during the morning
hours many friends vicited the house and
Iooked at the fuce. His widow was too il
to leave the house, and was delirious during
the day.

The funeral was atiended by eight or-
ganizations, Aeme, Muunhsll, Washington,
John Esne, Thomas Marlowe and Armour
lodges of the Amalgamated Association; St.
Michsel's Polisk Society and a temperance
society of the Catholic Church of St. Mary
Magdalen, Kebler, Fagan and Bauer were
members of Acme Lodge. The lodges meot
in their halls at 8 o’clock, snd shortly after
g formed on Aupn street. The procesfion
was headed by the Excelsior and Steel
Works Bands. It moved 1o the house of
Andrew Kebler, where his coffin was taken
up by 12 pall besrers, who relieved one
another by sizes The coffin of William
Fagas was thep received into the line, sud
the solemn procession moved along Eighth
asvenue to Ann and on Ann to Tenth ave-
nue, where St. Mary Magdalen Courch
stands,

HOW THEY MARCHED.

Daniel W, Cush scted as chief marshal
and Thomas Clifford as chief of staffl 1m-
mediately behind the Excelsior Band U. H.
O'Donnell, President of Aeme Lodge, and
Charles M. Schwab, Superintendent of the

stee]l works, walked gide by side. Acwe
Lodge, which appeared in full foree,
scted as the escort of honor, preced-
ing the ocoffivs Behind the coffins

the mourners walked in the thick dust, fol-

lowed by the other organizations.

Thve bodies, ut 9:30, were carried into the
charch and placed in front of the altar. The
building was crowded by workingmen and
their fumilies Hev. Father Bullion read
the fuperal service, with respouses by the
choir, He Jhen delivered a brief discourse,
He dwelt upon the uncertainty of humsan
life and the duty of man to be ready atall
times.

The bodies were then carried to the Pitts-
burg, McKeesport and Youghiogheny de-
pot. The Steel Works Baod led the pro-
cession to the depot. A special train of
nise coscher conveyed the remains and
nbout 500 persons to Braddook, where the
interment was made in the Catholic Ceme-
tery. The new Cutholic cemetery st Home-
stead is pot yet ready for burials. The
Excelsior Band and the Cadet Drum Corps
accompanied the party to Braddock. There
were no services there,

At 10 o'clock the funeral service was
begun over the body of John Lewis, He
was o married man, but his wife and three
children are in Whles. He had been oniy
2% mwonths in Homestead, and boarded
with Mrs. Ann Davies, on Fourteenth ave-
nue. Mr. Lewis was the only one of the
four dead men who was a Protestant, The
services were conducted by Rev. Benjamin
Eogers, of the Baptist Church.

HE WAS NOT A UNION MAN.

Lewis’ face was severcly blistered. His
body was viewed by numerous friends be-
fore the ecoffin was closed. The Steel
Works Band and about 100 members of the
various lodges of the Amalgamated Asso-
cistion esoorted the body to the Franklin
Cemetery, & mile southeast of the town.
The steel workers displayed the same re-
spect for John Lowis as for the three other
dead men, although he did oot belong to
ihe association. He had vot been in Amer-
ioa long «uough to become & member.

At140 o'clock the train returned from
Braddock. Shortly thereafter the body of
Nicholas Bauver was removed from his home
and convered to the Laferty Hill Cemetery,
sbout s1x miles southwest of the town, on
the Brownsville turnpike. Bauer was a
mun of 23 vears, the son ot Stephen Bauer,
who keeps a saloon on the borongh line, at
the east end. His inther, mother, three sis-
ters and a brother mourned his death, His
mother and his voungest sister were se-
verely strated by their affliction, and
their sobs were pitiful as the casket was
borne out of the house and placed in the
bheurse. A long line of carriages and bug-
gies followed the remains to the cemetery.
The procession was escorted to the borough
limits by the Steel Works Band and about
100 members of the Amalgpamated Associa-
tion. In the chapel at the cometery the
Catholic funeral service was performed.

The proocedings of the duy were through-
out conducted promptly and with much
decorumw. A spirit of genuine respectand
sympathy was manifested. The exceeding
hest made it a trring ordeal for the mem-
bers of the bands and lodges,

It was reporied lust evening that 8. H.
Bhults, the rilroad weighmaster at the
steel mill, wno bad his arm  crashed by the
ears s few minntes after the explosion, was
at the point of death. His shoulder was
badly lacerated and his chest wae erushed.
He has & wife and five cLildren.
